Bedlam to Biz Business 


From a Noisy, Irresponsible Crowd of

A MONG the more important developments during the 
А past twenty-five years is the transition of the New 
York Curb Market from a crowd of noisy street traders 


dealing in speculative stocks of doubtful character to à 
security market of a degree of importance in this country 
second only to that of the New York Stock Exchange. 'This 
change has been almost phenomenal, and its history is un- 


usual and picturesque. 


In common with all great security markets, the New 
York Curb Market had its origin out of doors. Even as 
the London Stock Exchange was first on the sidewalks and 
in the coffee houses of Change Alley, the Paris Bourse on 
a street in Paris known as Quincampoix, the New York 
Stock Exchange under the old buttonwood tree, the New 
York Curb Market came as a result of a group of men who 
first met and traded in stocks outdoors at Wall Street

To-day I am going to write about 
what is a serious worry to those who 
have it Luckily it is a fairly rare 
sort of worry—it is a red nose. 

Now a red nose can make people 
not only uncomfortable but self-con 
scious and miserable. 

I am sometimes asked, “How can I 
cure a red nose?” The answer is that 
you must first find the cause. Some 
troubles ean be easily dealt with 
without actually knowing what causes 
them, but this trouble may come from 
half a dozen reasons 

Che first thing to get out of your 
head is, if you see a woman or man 
with a red nose, don’t think that they 
drink Nothing of the sort A man 
or woman who drinks may have such 
a nose, but they usually have a 
blotchy red face as well, and many 
other unmistakable symptoms. А рег- 
son with a red nose may have a very 
white face and an otherwise delicaie 
and sensitive skin. 

It is, indeed, this sensitiveness that 
is sometimes partly the cause of the 
trouble 

I have known people who thought 
their noses would get red after hot 
tea, or on sitting by the fire, or com- 
ing into a hot room. They always 
did get red.
